PROTECT THE SUMMER HAWKS. 


ooh 


‘To most people hawks are hawks, 
and, therefore, should be destroyed at: 
the first opportunity. It may, however, 
be interesting to know that many of 
these. are:amongst: the. most nenenen 
of birds. 

The farmer has few better friends 
than the American Sparrow Hawk. 
This is one of the smallest and... most 
beautifully marked of this family of 
birds. Its food consists principally of 
insects and mice. The Marsh Hawk, 
which is 19 to 22 inches long and when 
flying exhibits long, pointed wings and 
a long narrow tail, is another friend. 
It usually files low and beats about 
over the marshes, meadows, and open 
fields in search of mice, on which it 
almost wholly subsists. It seldom has 
the courage to visit the poultry yard 
and can be forgiven for the few young 
grouse it takes. ‘ 

There are four species of the Rough 
legs that should be protected. They 
are birds of the open, are often seen 
sailing high in the air, and are recog- 
nized by their rounded wings and 
broad, spread tails. When hunting 
they come lower down, sailing and 
leisurely flapping over the meadows 
and fields. Their principal food is 
mice and other’ small _ rodents. 
Throughout the prairie provinces they 
are most persistent gopher hunters. 
They remain in Canada only during 
the gopher season, and it is estimated 
that a family of two adults ahd four 
young destroy 350 gophers during one 
season.

Hawks and the Goshawk, a slate grey

RECAPTURE oF COASTAL ZONE, 
CROWNS BRILLIANT VICTORY 
IN FIRST GREAT BATTLE 
OF RECOVERY. 


Rome, July 8th:—“After five days of 
uninterrupted struggle,” says a late 
Official cothmunication, “the enemy 
was completely driven on to the ieft 
bank of the new Piave Saturdey after- 
noon. 

“The recapture of all the coastal 
zone: between Capo Sile and the Piave, 
which the enemy had occupied and held 
since November, brilliantly crown:s the 
victory gained by us in the first great 
battle of our.recoyery and enlarges the 
zone of protection for Venice. 

“Altogether since the fifteenth of 
Jane; 528 officers,-and 23,911 other 
ranks have been made prisanes: ‘we 
also captured 63 guns, 65 trench mor- 
tars, 1,234 machine guns, 3°700 rifles, 
two airplanes, five million rifle cartrid- 
ges, many thousands of shells of all 
kinds, and a large quantity of tele- 
plone instruments, and recoveredour 
artillery. ‘and material, which, in the 
advanced zone had to be abandoned 
during the first phase of the struggle.” 

London, July 8.—While there have 
been local encounters of more or less 
local importance along the battle line 
in France, there has been little act- 
ivity of significance in its bearing on 
the general tense situation from the 
North Sea to Switzerland. 

On the British front east of Amiens, 
Australian detachments with whom 
Americans are brigaded, have pushed 
further east from the little village of 
Hamel, south of the Somme river. The 
Australians carried their line forward 
over a front of nearly four miles at 
that point last Thursday and in their 
last assault they have surged ahead 
at the centre of the new front, which 
they created last week. The opera- 
tion was successful in that objectives 
were reached and are being held by 
the men from the Antipodes.

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WHEN FOCH STRIKES. 


Many individuals among the Allied 
peoples may be putting to themselves 
a query something like this: 

The Germans have made big gains 
of territory, much of it most difficult. 
A large section of the Allied lines 
has been swept back. Even if the 
German drive is finally held, and the 
Allies regain a slight numerical super- 
fority, what about the time and cost 
of driving the Germans back to estab- 
lish their definite military defeat? 
Other Allied offensives have been long 
costly affairs, with comparatively lit- 
tle strategical advantage. 

Fortunately, says the Mail and Em- 
pire, there is an answer, and a hope- 
ful one. ‘Even if the latter part of 
the 1918 campaigning season finds the 
Germans farther into France in many 
places than they are now, so long as 
the Allied armies are intact and un- 
defeated, measures now in hand, with 
United States assistance, should rap- 
idly discomfit the Germans. The air- 
plane programme, for instance, ought 
by the spring of 1919 to have placed 
in France such an offensive power 
that existing standards will go by the 
boards as they are now doing. Six 
American factories are now turning 
out 600 Liberty motors a day, or 12,- 
500 a month. If the total contribution 
of airplanes by spring is 20,000, a 
reasonable estimate, the long com- 
munications of the German armies 
through Belgium and France can be 
broken by bombing. Germany may be 
able to keep pace with British and 
French aircraft production, but not 
with the added United States’ prepar- 
ations In that particular. Sufficient 
American aviators will be available 
when required. 

Once the Allies pass the present 
emergency, they will have reason to 
expect rapidly accumulating superi- 
ority in moral and material forces. 
Germany will have been decisively de- 
feated, in that it has been unable to 
win victory in the West with its maxi- 
mum power. 


BORDEN REPORTS 
ALL WELL 


London, July 7.—Sir Robert Borden, 
who has just returned from the front, 


with other Canadian ministers, in’ me 
interview yesterday, said: 

“From the moment we landed . in 
France until the conclusion of our 
visit, we are continually in touch with 
the Canadian troops. Outside of the 
army corps, units of the various 
branches of the pervice; such as the 
Forestry and Railway Construction 
Corps, are scattered‘over a wide area, 
but we made. a very earnest effort to 
visit them all. 

“The army corps itself is at maxi- 
mum ‘strength, and in the ‘finest condi- 
tion. I’ saw about 40,000 Canadians 
gathered ‘together on Dominion Day 
at. their annual sports. The scene 
was most impressive and never to be 
forgotten. Subsequently I visited and 
addressed the brigades in overy divi- 
sion except one. In all, I had the priv- 
ilege of speaking to more than 30,000 
men. 

“From the heights of Vimy Ridge 
to the base camps and hospitals near 
Boulogne and throughout even more 
extended territory we found the or- 
ganization perfect.

They 
know that a last desperate effort will 
be made by the Central Powers dur- 
ing the present summer and they are 
prepared to do their part in meeting 
it. Each of the Canadian ministers 
returns from the visit with a renewed 
inspiration to carry on his task with 
like courage and devotion.”

HALF BILLION IS OBJEC- 
TIVE MARK FOR 
FALL LOAN 


VICTORY LOAN NO. 2 WILL BE ON 
MARKET PROBABLY IN 
SEPTEMBER 


Victory Loan No. 2 will be on in 
full swing in about three months’ time, © 
with a canvass beginning probably 
toward the end of October or begin- 
ning of November. It will aim at 
$300,000,000, and a half-billion is. ex- 
pected as the net result. Alberta will - 
be in line with the dominion-wide 
effort, and organization for the cam- 
paign will be effected in the near 
future, under the provincial conven- 
orship of Hon. C. R. Mitchell. 

W. Ross Alger, secretary of the 
North Alberta campaign in the first 
Victory loan, has returned from Otta- 
wa, where a conference of campaign 
workers from all parts of Canada was 
held last week. He reports that gen- 
eral plans for the new loan was map- 
ped out in consultation with Sir Thom- 
as White. 


FOR LOANING TO ALLIES. 


The money to be raised in Loan No. 
2 will be used in the same way as 
that of the first loan, for lending to our 
Allies for the purchase of war sup- 
plies in Canada. It was generally ad- 
mitted at the conference that a much 
larger amount would be necessary 
this time than before, but the fact that 
conditions are now highly favorable, 
with the market in a receptive state, 
was regarded as good reason for anti- 
cipating a ready response to the ap- 
peal. The second loan would come 
more easily even than the first, it was 
thofght, because the general public 
were now familiar with the scheme 
and the purpose behind it. 

It is proposed to carry on the cam- 
paign on practically the same lines as 
before, with local organizations 
throughout the country. Mr. Mitchell, 
as provincial convenor, will probably 
call an early meeting for the appoint- 
ment of the Alberta committees. The 
cities and country districts alike will 
be thoroughly combed this time, it 
being necessary to raise the desired 
amount without looking to-the-United 
-] Statés ‘for assistance. 2 


ALBERTA WILL GET READY. 


The date of the canvass will be set, 
Mr. Alger reports, as late as possible 
in the fall and still keep within good 
weather limits. Beginning probably 
about September 1, all other bond 
issues will be taken off the market, 
and preparations thus made for the 
war loan to follow in November. 

One of the important changes in 
the system this time will be that the 
long waits for delivery of the bonds 
will be eliminated. Arrangements will 
be made for issuing definite bonds, so 
that purchasers may secure them at 
once. It is expected, however, that 
the plan of monthly payments through 
the banks will be continuéd for sub- 
scribers not wishing to pay in full. 

The details as to remuneration of 
workers and the question of Victory 
bonds being subject to Federal taxa- 
tion still remains to be worked out. 
There were forty-five representatives 
of the several provinces at the con- 
ference, and the general belief was 
expressed, Mr. Alger said, that Canada 
could raise its half-billion with com- 
parative ease.

FIVE HUN U-BOATS 


ONE TRANSPORT. WITH 7,000 
SOLDIERS ON BOARD DESTROYED 
THREE GERMAN SUBMARINES 


An Atlantic Port, July 4th—De- 
struction in European waters of,five 
German submarines by. British trans- 
ports, and by American and British 
destroyers convoying them, was ‘de- 


‘| scribed here today on a British liner. 


The transports, one of which was car- 
rying 7,000 American soldiers to a 
European port, accounted for three of 
the U-boats, and the destroyers sank 
the other two, according to the pas- 
sengers. Officers of the liner con- 
firmed their stories. 

The passengers witnessed the tor- 
pedoing of the 5,436 ton British freigh- 
ter Orissa, which was part of their 
convoy, when the fleet was approx- 
imately a day out, steaming west from 
the British Isles. The Orissa, bound 
in ballast for the United States was 
sent to the bottom by an unseen sub- 
marine. A moment later, however, an 
American destroyer detected the un- 
dersea boat below the surface, and 
dropped a depth bomb, making a dir- 
ect hit, according to the story related 
here. The same evening, a U-boat 
was sighfed by the passenger vessel, 
whose gunners sank it by shell fire. 

The other three submarines were 
destroyed, according to the returned 
travellers, on the eastward trip of an- 
other convoy. They declared that a 
large British transport with 7,000 
American troops aboard, rammed a 
submarine, which was revealed with 
two others in the sudden lifting of a 
heavy fog. Almost simultaneously 
with the disappearance of the first 
submarine beneath the transport's 
bow, the big ship’s gunners accounted 
for another of the German craft, while 
a British destroyer disposed of a 
third.

“That Canada is at war will be 
brought home to every man, woman 
and child next: month when all bread 
made from standard wheat flour must 
be labelled “Victory Bread” and mixed 
with a percentage of substitutes for 
wheat flour.. This is the effect of-a 
recent order issued by the Canada 
Food Board in a vigorous effort to 
save the existing wheat supplies so as 
to make them. last .out until the wheat 
of the coming harvest reaches the 
flour mills and the new flour {s distri- 
buted for consumption. 

The new Order defines substitutes 
for wheat as corn, oats, barley, rice, 
rye, buckwheat, tapioca and any mix- 
ture of same; potato ’ flour, bran 
shorts, oatmeal, rolled oats, corn meal, 
corn starch, hominy, corn grits, rice 
meal and potato meal. 

On and after July 1st, one pound of 
wheat substitute must be used by all 
bakers, confectioners, and public eat- 
ing places with every nine pounds of 
standard wheat flour in making any 
bakers’ products, and the same rule 
shall apply to every person in Cana- 
da who bakes bread, rolls or pastry 
for private consumption. On 
after July 15th, in all Canada east of 
Port Arthur the proportion is to be in- 
creased to one pound with every four. 
In Port Arthur and the West this in- 
crease is still in abeyance, preceding 
the report on the quantities of sub- 
stitutes available.

One of the means adopted, and the 
one that hits Back at the farmer, was 
the decision by the British purchasing 
agent that no carcasses will be ac- 
cepted that weigh less than 500 Ibs. 
That act limits the sale of light and 
unfinished cattle to the local market, 
and is very likely to result in a heavy 
cut of cattle of ‘that class. 

It is not too late for the farmer 
whose pasture is short to protect him- 
self against loss. If he has a piece of 
summer fallowed land or of breaking, 
and his district has been favored with 
a good rain, he can sow dwarf Essex 
rape or white turnips during the first 
half of July and pasture them off dur- 
ing the last half of September and the 
month of October. By so doing, many 
an animal can be brought to the re- 
quired weight and increased in price 
as well. 

The heavy weights and high prices 
bring the large returns, while the 
light weights and heavy cuts in price 
destroy profits.

CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editors of the local Press:~ 


Dear Sirs,——May I solicit space in 
your papers in which to reply to the 
letters that appeared in the issues of 
last week over the signatures of Mes- 
srs. BE. A. Towe, A. EB. Townsend, and 
Alphonse Waterer? 

I am not at all anxious to seek notor- 
iety through - the Press, but since I 
have been’ accusefl.of “slanderous re- 
marks;”. °“dfrty. slander,” ‘mean in- 
sinuations,” against the Lyric Theatre, 
its patrons and its management; also 
of making derogatory charges against 


.| the local pool rooms, I feel that I am 


forced to give an account of myself. 

In fairness to my accusers, I may 
say that they did not receive a full 
report of the meeting which gave rise 
to the recent correspondence. To 
quote part of Mr. Towe’s letter, “Let 
me remind him that many a man has 
made the mistake of his life by trying 
to judge” another person on the basis 
of unreliable information. If Mr. Towe 
wanted the correct words I used, he 
should have been at the Citizens’ 
meeting, and not do as he accuses me 
of doing, “Judge from the outside.” 
Mr. Tewe has very magnanimously 
thrown out his $50.00 challenge. He 
is, however, not in danger of losing 
because no man is called upon to prove 
what he did not say. I can state, 
without fear of contradiction, that no 
one has ever heard me say anything 
either in public or private, against 
the photo-plays of the Lyric Theatre 
in Red Deer. As to saying anything 
against the management of the thea- 
tre,if he means his own person, he is 
right. In November of 1917 I did say 
something in a sermon which I am 
prepared to make public under oath, 
providing Mr. Towe wishes it. More- 
over, I can get another citizen to take 
his oath to a confession~Mr. Towe 
made to him. 

As to the merits of my statements 
re the general tendency of the mov- 
ing picture institution, I leave it to the 
people to say from their experjence 
and observation everywhere, whether 
it is in the direction of moral eleva- 
tion or not. While I have made no 
charge against the Lyric as a photo- 
play theatre, I have no intention of 
leaving the impression that I am in 
favor of the photo-play institution as it 
is generally conducted. In keeping 
with my remarks at the Methodist 
Church, and in the sermon referred 
to, I am prepared, if Mr. Towe wishes, 
to give an extended article in the lo- 
cal Press as to the baneful effects of 
the moving picture shows upon the 
rising generation; all of which can be 
ballasted with incontestable © state- 
ments from leading experts in juvenile 
criminology and child welfare. I am 
aware that the Province of Alberta 
has a government censor, but I can 
show Mr. Towe that the very govern- 
ment that appoints the censor, bears 
witness, through the Attorney Gener- 
al’s department, to the ill-effect of the 
picture show on child-life. 

As to the letters of the other men 
I may say that they too are on the 
wrong track when they accuse me- of 
making charges against the local pool 
rooms. I learned long ago, as a pub- 
lic man, not to make charges which 
I could not prove. When I referred to 
the pool room business I made no re- 
ference to local conditions, but spoke 
of the institution. And if what I said 
did not apply to the pool rooms of Red 
Deer, their champions have no need 
to wear the cap unless it fits. them. 
If their business is run on such super- 
latively utopian lines as their letters 
would lead the general public to be- 
lieve, they need not go out of their 
way to defend themselves. The in- 
tegrity of their business will justify 
itself in the eyes of all fair-minded 
citizens. 

I made no charge against the local 
pool-rooms—others did. There was 
no reference to these, as one, in partic- 
ular, did not appear in the report Mr. 
Galbraith made of the meeting. Why 
did not these pool-room boosters con- 
test the statement of Chief Anderson 
“that pool-rooms were worse than the 
bar-rooms”? Or why did not Mr. 
Townsend attack the resolution which 
passed at the meeting, wherein it was 
stated that “the pool-rooms, as at 
present conducted in Red Deer con- 
stitute a menace to the community”? 
or why did not these men question the 
local inspector of police, who said 
“there was altogether too much pro- 
fanity and obscene language in the 
pool-rooms”? I made none of these 
charges and yet both of these men 
make me the target of their unjust in- 
dictments. Let me inform Messrs. 
Townsend and Waterer they are not 
casting their insults at me, but against 
the almost unanimous vote of the citi- 
zens’ meeting declaring the pool-room 
business to be a menace to the com- 
munity. Let these men be fair in their 
attack, and not bring me under the 
frown of public injustice without a 
cause. 

There will appear a letter, signed 
by the secretary of the local commit- 
tee of the Social Service League, ex- 
onerating me from the charges thuse 
men have made. If in the light of 
this exoneration of me these three 
men are not manly enough to take 
back what they have unjustly said 
of me in the Press, then the citizens 
of Red Deer will have reason to doubt 
the integrity they would lead us to 
believe they possess. _ 

I want to sav that, while I have not 
made any charge against the  posl- 
rooms of Red Deer, I am ready to go 
on record as one of a volunteer com- 
mittee, to examine the conditions, 
past and present, and let the public 
decide as to their merits or demerits, 


“Let me make: afew references to 
the letters” “ot” "Mesars. Townsend® and 
Waterer, and ‘show how glaringly they 
contradict’ one: another, all ‘of: which 
only goes to show. that some people of 
Red Deer might. have reason to doubt 
the ..veracity of their defence of the 
moral tone of the pool-room. As a 
matter of fact’ their letters would not 
stand a two minute cross examination 
from a third-class lawyer. 

Here is a:quotation from Mr. Town- 
send, referring -to Red- Deer, he says: 
“Look dround and he (Rev. Brough) 
would be able to find places where he 
could see real ‘gambling which would 
‘make hs head:swim.” In opposition 
note the quotation from Mr. Waterer: 
“Red Deer for morality stands second 
to no other place.” That means, of 
course, that it holds first place. If 
Mr. Townsend. is right about the low 
moral tone of:Red Deer, then we are 
all so pleased that it has made such 
matchless progress between the writ- 
ing of these two letters. One as much 
as says Red Deer.is a little Hell: the 
other a little Heaven. 

Note another. quotation from Mr. 
Townsend: “The boys are not in a bil- 
liard hall under 17 years of age, and 
they can come the day after they are 
17 years of age-and use the filthiest 
language and express it in a modern 
and scientific way that will take the 
breath away from the most seasoned 
in the place.” Another quotation from 
the same letter, “I will say this, in the 
past twelve months the rough talk 
has been cut down fifty per cent.” 

Now Mr. Waterer says, “I have been 
employed for the last two months (at 
Mr. Townsend's) and during that time 
I am able to testify to the fact that 
no profanity has been indulged in 
there.” Who is the public to believe? 
One says 50 per cent of the swearing 
is still in the pool room, and that boys 
one day over 17 years of age take the 
breath from. the most seasoned 
(swearers I presume he means). The 
other fellow says that swearing has 
vanished during the last two months. 
Let the thinking public pass their own 
judgment on- these conficting state- 
ments. 

In closing I wish to take sides with 
the parents of Red Deer who are 
scored so mercilessly in My. Towns- 
end’s letter, and say that their boys 
do not get their “modern and scienti- 
fic’ swearing through their neglect of 
the boys. Mr. Townsend knows per- 
fectly well that ‘swearing is usually 
done by the.boys where the parents 
do not hear it. That boys so natur- 
ally turn to the. pool-room after seven- 
teen as Mr. Townsend's letter would 
have us believe, and use language that 
blushes the most seasoned pool-room 
frequenter is evidence that. they know 
just where to go and let loose.their 
profanity,-at.the same time feel per- 
fectly at.home.. To say. that the par- 
ents of. Red Deer are more to blame 
for the boys going-wrong ‘than the 
pool-rooms and their patrons is to 
cast a slur that many parents may be 
quite ready to resent.

‘Windsor, Ont. July 6—In the arrest 
of Andrew Bobanko, 26, alleged co- 
conspirator of John Perehuda, who 
was committed for trialeon charges of 
sedition, the police believe they have 
uncovered a continent-wide plot to 
overthrow lawful authority and es- 
tablish a similar regime to that in- 
stituted in Russia by Trotzky and 
Lenine. 

Arraigned in the paltée cour: yes- 
terday Bobanko pretended not ty un- 
derstand English when the govern- 
ment interpreter translated letters 
written by the accused to organiza- 
tions of Union of Russian workmen in 
Montreal and other Canadian cities. 
In these letters the local authorities 
were termed “parasites’ while mem- 
bers of the union were urged to keep 
up the fight aganst the “bloody mili- 
tarism of Canada.” 

Books containing minutes of pecret 
meetings held in a disused school at 
Ford City, were put in as evidence by 
Crown Attorney Rodd. Bobanko was 
committed for trial at the next sitting 
of the Ontario supreme court.

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NO IMMEDIATE HOPE 
-OF PEACE, DECLARES 
~ ANDREW BONAR LAW 


London’ July 6.—The ene Gen 
man blow will not: be less dangerous 
because of the time employed in pre- 
paration’for it, but it is comforting to 
know that the men responsible for ‘the 
command of the Allied. armies dre 
confident of the result, said Mr. Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, last 
night at'a dinner to the delogates_of 
the parliamentary commercial confer: 
ence. 

“It is impossible to foresee the fu- 
ture,” he said, “but I do believe that 
the fateful hour of this war is upon us 
and if in’ another three months our 
enemy have won no strategic object, 
then their campaign will have failed, 
and it will, I hope, be a decisive fail- 
ure.” 

GERMANS MAKE MISTAKES. 

The Germans possessed the most 
perfect military machine that. ever 
existed, but the chancellor said he be- 
lieved that when the history of the 
war was written it would be seen that 
Germany had made greater military 
mistakes than any other power. He: 
instanced the submarine’ warfare, 
which had brought the United States 
into the war. 

He doubted whether Germany would 
get out of Russia as much as she ex- 
pected. Wherever the German sold- 
jer has planted his foot the name of 
Germany was loathed for generations. 

DOES NOT DESPAIR OF RUSSIA 

Mr. Bonar Law said he trembled to 
think what would have been the posi- 
tion of the Allies after Russia went 
out of the war but for the help of the 
United States. He had not despaired 
of Russia, who was like a patient in a 
delirium. It was impossible from 
hour to hour to tell what the future 
might bring there. 

The population of the enemy powers 
was 154,000,000. That in itself was 
a league of nations with a military 
force that was terrible, but the eco- 
nomic force was also’ strong. 

WILL STAND TOGETHER. 

Of one thing, he said, there was no 
doubt, just as the Allies were stand- 
ing together now, so would they stand 
when the war was over to repair the 
ravages of the war. The chancellor 
concluded: 

“I see no immedate hope of peace. 
There is no road to it, I fear, except 
the rugged road to victory. It will be 
fatal to the world and fatal to, the 
Germans if they are not taught the 
lesson that war does not pay.”

DISPOSE OF OLD HENS AND 

BREEDING STOCK EARLY 


As soon as the breeding season is 
over, get rid of all male birds used in 
the breeding pens. When the egg 
yield drops in the early summer, or 
when the egg yield does not pay for 
the feed, sell off all hens over two 
years old and even the year-old culls 
pretty well. Poultry at this time of 
the year will bring a_ better price 
than later, and feed and space will be 
saved for the best of the year-olds and 
the growing chicks. Old hens, as a 
rule, especially of the heavier variet- 
jes do not pay for their feed in late 
summer eggs. 

Sell the young cockerels whenever 
they are ready throughout the sum- 
mer. Don’t keep everything till the 
fall. Whenever the price is good, 
sell the cockerels as broilers or as 
small roasters. 

In an experiment carried on at the 
Experimental Farm in the spring of 
1917 with Leghorn chickens the sale 
of the cockerels paid all the expenses 
for incubation, brooding and feed for 
themselves and pullets up until the 
first of September. When the pullets 
went into winter quarters on Novem- 
ber 1st, they had cost over and above 
what had been paid »y the sale of the 
cockerels just 3.9 cents each. This 
experiment showed not only that it 
paid to sell the cockerels early, but it 
also demonstrated that pullets could 
be raised much cheaper than _ they 
could be bought in the fall.

~ London; TwWy 3: —The: pergeant of the 
Canadians: whose reported crucifixion 
after the, second battle of. Ypres in 
$|1915 aroused much interest, has been 
amply ‘avenged. His brother. joined 
the Newfoundland regiment, where he 
is: now sergeant-major. He received 
what -he ‘considers ample confirmation 
of the crucifixion, which actually took 
place, having*seen the man who took 
the bayonets from the body, which was 
fastened against a door. This:brother 
has shown the’ most .extraordinary 
daring in winning decorations and 
promotion™ by his passionate. offen- 
sives at every, opportunity against the 
Germans. During ‘a. period. of trench 
warfare he went out night after 
night, crawling close up to the 
German lines, bombing and sniping. 
During the Somme fighting he receiv- 
ed the D.C.M. and Cruix de Guerre for 
his conspicuous gallantry. In Octo- 
ber,' 1916; -near Gudecourt,* when 
reaching the enemy parapet he saw a 
hostile machine gun coming into act- 
fon and threw a bomb which killed 
three of the crew. Then he jumped 
up on the machine gun crew, bayonet- 
ing one giant German before he him- 
self, blinded and almost helpless from 
loss of blood, fell to the ground. He 
received thirteen wounds before the 
fighting: finished. “Whenever he sees 
a German he sees red. The vision of 
his crucified brother is ever in his 
mind.” said one of the officers to me. 
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THE GREEN CROSS SOCIETY. 


The woman motorist in England 
has come into her own and was one 
of the very first to mobilize when war 
was declared. Unlike her male rela- 
tives she mobilized uninvited. On 
countless occasions since that tafetui 
August, women motorists have proved 
themselves © indispensable. Today 
they are uniformed and asked to do 
National Service. Any woman from 
eighteen to fifty years of age may join 
the society provided she has had one 
year’s experience in motor driving, 
and is willing to serve at any hour 
of the day and night, without expense 
or allowance. 

So far but one unit has gone abroad 
(to Serbia) but individual members 
have joined other overseas units. in 
London the duties of Green Cross 
women include everything in assist- 
ing soldiers, W.A.A.C.’s, Wrens, Imper- 
fal Nurses arriving by train, muni- 
tions women needing to reach parts 
of London remote from cars or trains. 
The Y.M.C.A. in its British, Canadian 
and American divisions depend upon 
the Green Cross women entirely. 
Hospitals.also rely on their service in 
transporting the wounded and carry- 
ing emergency war workers. 

Air raid casualties have been attend- 


-|ed to from the first by these women, 


who are always on duty. They carry 
special constables doctors and police 


|}at the first alarm and carry the vic- 


tims to the hospitals. Driving through 
a heavy barrage and wearing shrapnel 
helmets have no terrors for these 
brave women. 

Five of six hundred cars with their 
drivers were recently inspected by the 
Queen and Princess Mary. Brighton, 
Farnborough and Bournemouth have 
branches of the GreenCross and doubt- 
less others will be located soon. Mrs. 
Charles Beatty is the Commandant.

 Onawae Ont., “July 4.—Pay and al- 
lowances for discharged soldiers and 
sallors~undergoing’ treatment in the 
sanatoria and‘ the hospitals of the 
department of the soldiers’ civil re- 
establishment have been fixed by or- 
der-in-council; The scale will be exact- 
ly the same as each individual was :in 
receipt of, from either..the: army ‘or 
navy, before his discharge, with one 
or two slight variations. Dependents 
will receive militia, or naval, scale of 
separation allowance, but: a’. special 
scale in*lieu of any allowances paid 
from the patriotic fund has been fixe]. 

The. order-in-council ; also. contains 
a confirmation of the scale which had 
been paid to discharged men granted 
courses of industrial re-education. 

The scale of treatment allowances 
applies not only to men who are dis- 
charged for treatment, but to men 
who, having been discharged to 
civil life, subsequently break down 
owing to war disabilities and come 
back for treatment. These were for- 
merly known as reattestation cases, 
but since the organization of the new 
department it has been provided that 
they shall not re-attest, but shall be 
treated as civilians by the invalided 
soldiers’ commission. 
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CAPT. CHASNIG IS SHOT BY 
BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, July 4.—Capt. St. Chasnig, 
former commander of the Russian Bal- 
tic fleet, who was convicted of hav- 
ing opposed and agitated against the 
Bolsheviki government, has been exe- 
cuted.

> INTHE WAR

NOT ONE IN FIVE MILLION HAS 
- FALTERED OR FAILED IN 
HER. HEROIC .EFFORTS 


; According to official announcement 
there are, at the present time, 4,538,- 
000 women and girlsemployed in class- 
ified trades that are under the juris- 
diction of the British Board of Trade. 
These figures are exclusive of women 
employed in small trades and on the 
land. Domestic servants are also ex- 
cluded. All hospital helpers, Red 
Cross and other nurses are not count- 
ed. Taking ail-classes of British .wo- 
men war workers the total is consid- 
erably over 5,000,000. 

Less than 200,000 women were em- 
ployed in Great Britain before the war 
began and these were mostly in tex- 
tile mills. The roport for 1917 gives 
198,000 in government offices exclus- 
ive of civil service and local govern: 
ment. The latter two employed 
146,000. Munition workers numbereu 
over 800,000; workers in chemical and 
‘engineering plants, 200,000; land work- 
ers, 100,000 (with an additional 30,000 
called for this summer) and thousands 
as mechanics, motor drivers, ambul- 
ance drivers, street car and omnibus 
operators, cab drivers, every sort of 
railway work, letter carriers, bank 
clerks, and office workers of every 
kind. Recruiting goes on steadily in 
all these lines and the response has 
been to the tune of 15,000 a week. 


The spirit of these women is won- 
derful. Difficult work and danger- 
ous work is not shunned but taken up 
cheerfully. Extra hours are taken as 
a matter of course.“ We're not tired!” 
is their motto and when holidays are 
mentioned the reply is: “What will 
our men at the front do if we go holi- 
day making?” Girls who never tied 
their own shoes nor stuck to anything 
continuously for thirty minutes, work 
contentedly through a long day for 
weeks and months side by side with 
their former maids or women from the 
flelds. 


Skilled workmen have been glad to 
teach these brave and plucky women 
the secrets of trade efilciency. Ex- 
cavating for factories, actually laying 
the bricks and doing the carpentering 
is being done every day in order to 
release men for the front. ~~ 


“Farmerettes” is a name _ which 
carries a: pleasant suggestion of pic- 
turesque employments, but too often 
it stands for such unlovely tasks as 
cleaning. Pigstyes or such nerve-rack- 
ing work as tending horses when one 
is actually afraid of the creatures. 
“Make the most of yourself and be 
worthy of the trust that has _ been 
placed in you,” was the British Gov- 
ernment’s advice to applicants for ser. 
vice in the Women’s Land Army. Not 
one of the more than 5,000,000 women 
engaged in war work has failed to 
heed the message.

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NEW DEPARTMENT OF HOUSE- 
HOLD ECONOMICS AT THE 
UNIVERSITY. 


At a recent meeting of the Board 
of Governors, Miss Mabel Patrick, 
B.A., an honours graduate in House- 
hold Science of the University of Tor- 
onto, and at present on the Staff of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College, was 
appointed to take charge of the course 
in household economics which is to 
be put into operation at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta the coming autumn. 

Authority was given by the Senate 
over a year ago for the institution of 
this work, but unsettled conditions 
rendered it inexpedient to begin cour- 
ses in 1917-18. The rapidly increas- 
ing number of women students, how- 
ever, together with the coming to the 
University of women graduates of the 
Provincial Schools of Agriculture, has 
resulted in the decision of the Univer- 
sity authorities to open at once cours- 
es in household economics. The work 
is being carefully planned to meet the 
requirements both of those who wish 
to take a degree and also for those 
who desire short course or, special 
work. 

At the same meeting of the Board 
of Governors, the appointment was 
also made of Miss L. A. Smith, B.A., 
an honors graduate of McGill Univer- 
sity, as Demonstrator in the Depart- 
ment of Physics.

MILITARY. MEN... EXPECT ONE 
MAIN OFFENSIVE WILL BE 
DELIVERED AGAINST BRITISH 


Toronto, July 4,—William Cook, in 
a special dispatch to the Mail and Em- 
pire from Paris, says news reaching 
Paris from the battlefront leads, mili- 
tary observers to believe that the 
German high command will conduct 
two main offensives, striking for the 
channel ports with the hope of cut- 
ting off the British and making a drive 
for Paris at the same time.

The first, second, and third divisions 
are included n the army corps, which 
is under the command of Gen. Liggett.

That approximately 2,000 cadets for 
the Royal Air Service have been ob- 
tained in Military Districts Nos. 10, 
12 and 13, since November: 1 last, was 
the information given by Major S. A.

ONE-TENTH CROP IN SASKATCH- 
EWAN JS KNOCKED OUT. 


Regina, Sask., July 4th.—In a review 
of the crop conditions of Saskatche- 
wan, Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister 
of agriculture, stated today that he 
zould not find justification for fore- 
casting a wheat crop to equal the yield 
of last year, even with the large in- 
crease in acreage. ; 

“One-tenth of the crop,” said Mr. 
Motherwell, “is clean knocked out as 
the result of the winds and drought; 
six-tenths of the crop is capable of 
producing an average yield if we get 
sufficient mosture from now on, and 
three-tenths of the crop will run from 
one-fourth to one-half of the average 
crop even with the very best of weath- 
er. We do well if we get as much as 
last year, even with our increased 
acreage.” 

Last year’s wheat crop for Saskat- 
chewan totalled 114,000,000 bushels, 
or about two-thirds of the average 
yield. The yield per acre last year 
was slightly more than 14 bushels, as 
compared with the average for the 
last 10 years of 17% bushels per acre. 

“It is useless to disguise the fact 
that the bulk of the crop is in a critt- 
cal condition today, and it depends en- 
tirely on what the clouds have for us 
in the next six weeks the minister 
said. 


FORTY-TWO HUN 
PLANES AND THREE 
BALLOONS DOWNED 


BRITISH AIRMEN ACTIVE ON . 
DOMINION DAY AND ALL 
RETURN SAFELY. 


London, July 3.—British airmen on 
Tuesday disposed of forty-two Ger- 
man airplanes and three balloons, ac- 
cording to the official report on aerial 
»perations, issued last night. Of the 
airplanes, twenty-five were destroyed, 
fifteen were driven down out of con- 
trol, and two landed behind the British 
lines, where their occupants were cap- 
tured. The statement says: 

“On July 1 our airplanes were very 
active, the fine weather enabling much 
work to be done in co-operation with 
the artillery, as well as reconais- 
sances and photography. 

“Twenty-five German machines and 
three German balloons were destroyed 
during the day, and fifteen other hos- 
tile airplanes were driven down out of 
control. In addition, two large hostile 
night flying machines landed behind 
our lines, the occupants being taken 
prisoner. Eight of our machines are 
missing. 

“Twenty two tons of bombs were 
dropped during the day and thirteen 
tons during the night. All our night 
flying machines returned safely.”

> MILE AND CAPTURE 
THOUSAND PRISONERS 


BRITISH AND FRENCH TROOPS 
GREATLY IMPROVE THEIR 
POSITIONS 


Py London, July 4.—British troops last 
night delivered an attack in the region 
east of Amiens, capturing the village 
of Hamel, northeast of Villers-Breton- 
neux, and advancing their line in this 
region to a depth of more than a mile. 

Paris, July 4.—French troops last 
night attacked the German lines on a 
front of a mile and a quarter in the 
neighborhood of Autreches, north- 
west of Sofssons, and pushed into the 
enemy territory for a distance of near- 
ly half a mile, according to today’s 
war office announcement. 

Later the French delivered another 
attack in the same region, between 
Autreches and Moulin-Sous-Toutvent, 
giving them further gains of territory. 
* The entire operation netted the French 
; a gain of ground on a front of more 
than three miles to a maximum depth 
of approximately three-fifths of a mile. 
The French took 1,066 prisoners. 

The war office statement follows: 
» “North of Montdidier between Mont- 
didier and the Oise, and on the right 
bank of the Meuse, the French carried 
out several raids, bringing baci pris- 
oners. “ 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne at 
7.30 o'clock last night French troops 
attacked the German lines west of 
Autreches on a front of two kilome- 
tres (1% miles) and made an advance 
of about 800 metres. Later in the 
evening a new attack was made in the 
same region between Autreches and 
Moulin-sous-Toutvent, at the moment 
when the Germans were preparing a 
counter attack. The French made a 
further gain of ground. The entire 
advance, which extended on a front 
of five kilometres (3.1 miles) reached 
a depth of 1200 metres at certain 
points. 

“The number of unwounded prison- 
ers taken in the course of these ac- 
tions is 1066, including eighteen offi- 
cers. One of our battalions alone 
took more than 300 prisoners.”

A NARROW ESCAPE 


Auto Overturns and Six Oc- 
cupants Slightly Injured 


Mr. John Archer and Mr. Robt. 
Buck, with families and friends, of 
Red Deer, attended a picnic in the 
Rimbey district on Monday and, be- 
ing delayed by the rain on Tuesday, 
were coming home on ‘Wednesday 
morning at a smart pace in two autos. 
They were passing and re-passing one 
another at intervals, the cars being 
closed in, and some miles west of 
Sylvan Lake, the road broke into two 
trails for a short distance. Mr. Buck 
passed Mr. Archer and had just got 
past him when he found that the road 
made a sharp turn. He was too late 
to slow up, and, in turning, the car 
went over, made a complete round, 
and then took a half turn beside. Mr, 
Archer did not know the other car 
was past him until he came to it. 
Some of the occupants—Mrs. Buck and 
baby, Miss Lena White, and Miss 
Archer—had crawled out, and Mr. 
Archer found the fender of the car 
resting on Mr. Buck's head. He raised 
it, and got Mr. Buck out. He had sus- 
tained a severe scalp wound to the 
bone, which required twelve stitches 
to close when they got to Red Deer. 
Mr. Archer thought at first both Mr. 
Buck and Mr. Archer's young son had 
been killed, but was relieved to hear 
the voice of the boy from the over- 
turned car that he was all right, but 
was caught in the top hamper and 
could not get out until the car was 
raised. <All the ladies were more or 
less scratched and bruised, and Miss 
White had one wrist sprained, but 
otherwise they escaped. Had it not 
been that the top was up and they 
were all closed in to protect them from 
the rain, much more serious injury 
would have resuletd. As it was, they 
are very thankful for such a narrow 
escape. The car was not much dam- 
aged, elther; they brought it to Red 
Deer with them. 


CANADA LEADS — 
IN SOLVING OF 


-ENGLISH AGREE COMMISSION 
HAS ADEQUATELY DEALT 
WITH DIFFICULTIES 


Ottawa, July 4—Reports received 
here of the inter-allied conferences on 
after care of disabled soldiers and 
sailors recently held in London, indi- 
cate that Canada was found to be in 
advance of other countries in the sys- 
tematic way in which she has gone 
about the important matter of the 
future of invalided soldiers. The re- 
presentatives of the invalided soldiers’ 
commission of the Dominion, who at- 
tended the conference, were Senator 
J. 8. McLennan and Maj. R. T. Me- 
Keen. 


Visitors to the Canadian exhibits 
shown {n connection with the confer- 
ence included the king and queen and 
Princess Beatrice. The princess ac- 
cepted from Senator McLennan a 
scarf which had been woven by a dis- 
abled soldier in Montreal. The king 
expressed surprise at the shortness of 
time under the Canadian system, in 
which ex-soldiers became well equip- 
ped for industrial life. 


A great deal of space was given to 
the conference by the newspapers 
of London, one of them remarking that 
“the debates must have seemed some- 
times, to the Canadian delegates, to 
have been devoted to the first princi- 
ples and to problems already solved 
in Canada.” 


The moving pictures entitled “Can- 
ada’s work for wounded soldiers,” 
were first shown to the conference and 
then taken on a tour through the hos- 
pitals, where Canadian soldiers are 
convalescing in England, by Maj. Mc- 
Keen and Senator McLennan, who ad- 
dressed the Canadian soldiers on what 
the Dominion is doing to assist them 
to rehabilitate themselves in civil life. 
Senator McLennan and Maj. McKeen 
also visited Belgium and France to 
study the methods of these countries, 
in connection with reconstruction.

NOT A BIT OF NOTICE. 


This was the first warning the en-' 


emy had of impending trouble. Not a 
word concerning the attack had pene- 
trated to the other side. Even the 
great uncouth tanks had been got into 
position without the enemy being 
aware of their presence. 

The first streaks of dawn were be- 
ginning to light the rolling valley of 
the Somme as the adventurous Aust- 
ralians went forward to lay the cor- 
nerstone of this Fourth of July mem- 
orial. A dense smoke barrage was 
sent swishing out toward the German 
lines, and through this concealing 
shroud the tanks began to crawl swift- 
ly into action. : 

Behind these great engines of war, 
and even riding on top of them, were 
the irrepressible Australians, grin- 
ning their delight at the prospects of 
another gocd fight. There was a 
flurry of rifle fire from the startled 
enemy, and hostile machine guns be- 
gan to chatter viciously as they pour- 
ed a stream of bullets out across the 
dimly lighted No Man's Land toward 
the oncoming bank of smoke, which 
concealed they knew not what. 

The German artillery, too, began to 
reply to the British gunners in an at- 
tempt to stem the attack, but the hos- 
tile fire was without effect. 

TANKS LIMBERED UP. 

The guns of the tanks opened up 
and began to hurl explosives into the 
enemy defences. The Australians 
charged on with their iron friends, 
and as they went they found the going 
easier. The’ enemy infantry declined 
to face these invulnerable forts and 
khaki-clad men from the far lands, 
who fought like demons, and staked 
their lives as they would axsixpence 
on the green cloth. 

CALLED FOR MERCY. 

All along the line the Germans be- 
gan their frenzied calling of “Mercy!” 
“Kamerad!" About them their unfor- 
tunate comrades were falling in great 
numbers before the fire of the tanks 
and the play of the Australian rifles 
and bayonets. 

One German battalion commander 
and nearly all his battalion were round- 
ed‘up and sent on their way to the 
rear. Three German divisions were 
opposite the Australians—the 13th, 
which had just been brought to the 
sector from the north; the 43rd and 
the 77th. Despite their strength, how- 
ever, they were unable to make any 
show of withstanding the shock. 

At only one point did the enemy 
hold the attackng troops up and then 
only for a brief time. 

Just north of this attack, between 
the Ancre and the Somme, a minor 
operation was in progress. Here the 
British made one small attack and 
two raids which kept the whole line 
foiling. This attack, though small, 
proved a great success, and the Brit- 
ish advanced their line 400 yards 
along a front of 1,200 yards, in addition 
to capturing a considerable number of 
prisoners. The German artillery was 
shelling Hamel this afternoon, but at 
latest reports no counter attack had 
developed and the Australians were 
consolidating their new positions.

ALBERTA SUPREME 
COURT DECISION 


Will Not Affect Moving of 
Draft ; 


Ottawa, July .83—The judgment of 
the Alberta Court of Appeal, according 
to a statement issued here officially, 
will not be permitted to affect the 
custody or moving of troops. The ap- 
peal which the Minister of Justice has 
taken to the Supreme Court, it is fur- 
ther announced, “will be prosecuted 
With the utmost expedition.” 

The statement reads: 

“The government has had under 
consideration the case of Norman 
Earl Lewis, one of the young men 
whose exemptions were withdrawn 
under the regulations sanctioned by 
the order-in-council of April 20 last, 
and who, having been in consequence 


ordered to report for military duty, 
was recently ordered to be discharged 
by the Supreme Court of Alberta for 
reasons given in a judgment rendered 
by Beck, Stewart, Hyndman and Sim- 
mons, J. J., Chief Justice Harvey dis- 
senting. 

“These regulations were deliberately 
sanctioned by the governor-in-council, 
subject to approval by both houses of 
parliament, upon the recital of a con- 
dition still continuing that ‘there is an 
important and urgent need for rein- 
forcements for the Canadian expedi- 
tionary forces and the necessity of 
these reinforcements admits of no de- 
lay.’ 

“And the regulations were approved 
as required by resolutions of the sen- 
ate and the house of commons. The 
government is advised that it had ad- 
equate authority under the War 
Measures Act, 1914, for the passage of 
the regulations and that the reasonings 
announced by the majority ofthe 
judges of the Supreme Court of Al- 
berta are crroneous. Consequently, un 
appeal will be made to the Supreme 
Court of Canada and prosecuted with 
the utmost expedition. Meanwhile 
the government will proceed as here- 
tofore in the execution of the powers 
conferred by the regulations, and the 
judgment pronounced by the Alberta 
Court will not be permitted to affect 
the custody or moving of troops 
uuthorized by the regulations.”

RED DEER CROP 
PROSPECTS 


There is every indication of a good 


grain crop in this district, although |~ 


the hay crop will be light. 

A fair crop in the country adjacent 
to the foothills, extending from fifty 
to 250 miles east, is now thought like- 
ly, according to the week-end reports 
of the department of agriculture. 
Particularly in the central and north- 
ern portions of the province the out- 
look has been much improved by re- 
cent rains, there being sufficient moist- 
ure throughout this area, except in the 
extreme south, to ensure plenty of wild 
hay in addition to a good grain crop. 

The prospects for a grain crop in the 
province as a whole are not up to par. 
With the exception of the Red Deer, 
Edmonton, Peace River, and Grande 
Prairie districts, the crop has_ been 
seriously affected by the lack of moist- 
ure, though the rains of the past two 
weeks have helped the general situ- 
ation. 

In the dry areas the hay crop is 
likely to be exceedingly short, and the 
department has already had a number 
of requests from farmers to take up 
the feed question. It is thought there 
will be sufficient pasturage to carry 
the stock through the season on their 
home ranges, but provision will be 
necessary for the winter supply, and 
arrangements are now being ma‘e for 
a survey of the province by the de- 
partment’s greater production gents 
with a view to ascertaining available 
sources of supply. 

There has been practically no dam- 
age from bail as yet, and though there 
are reports o’ cut worms in some cf 
the dry terrtory the danger in this 
direction is uot considered serious,

Dear Sir,—As one who uses a motor, 
may I reply to Mr. Powell's rather 
exaggerated letter in your issue of 
June 28th. 

Mr. Powell talks about “road hogs.” 
All motorists are not “road hogs” and

Many people driving teams refuse to 
give half the road, and rather look up- 
on motorists as intruders and having 
no right to any part of the road what- 
soever.

As for the statement that owners of 
cars do not pay taxes, I cannot see 
where Mr. Powell gets this idea from. 
Farmers owning cars pay taxes twice 
over. That is they pay on their land 
and on their car.

On the other hand when 
Mr. Powell spoke of dangerous parts 
of the road or roads he was on sure 
ground. But again this is not the 
fault of the motorists. Why cannot 
the L.I.D. get together with the dif- 
ferent auto clubs and place warnings 
at those dangerous parts of the road 
similar to what one finds in the States, 
; Eastern Canada and on the Calgary- 
Edmonton trail?
